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SAT scores drop again

Wilmington's Scholastic Aptitude 
Test (SAT) scores dipped below 
both the state and national average 
for the second year in a row. The 
1991 scores were the subject of 
teview by the school committce 
last Wednesday, Guidance depart- 
ment head Florence Athanasia 
presented the findings along with 
her own comments and analysis to 
the committee. 


The average verbal score for the 
Class of '91 was 411 while the 
average math score was 455. 
Statewide, the average-verbal score 
was 426 and the average math 
score was 470, Nationwide, the 
scores were 422 for the verbal 
portion and 474 for math. In 1991, 
77 percent of graduates took the 
test. This was a slight decrease 
from 83 percent in 1990.

of misunderstanding about the 
scores. She explained the statistics 
are based on two kinds of data: the 
most recent SAT test taken by the 
Class of ‘91 and information given 
by the students themselves. Often, 
she added, the last test is not 
necessarily a student's best perfor- 
mance and the information offered 
by the student is erroneous, Both 
factors can affect the statistics, 
according to Athanasia. 

According to a statement in 
guidelines published by the College 
Entrance Examination Board, "The 
most significant factor in interpre- 
ting SAT scores is the proportion 
of eligible students taking the exam 
— the participation rate. In gene- 
ral, the higher the percentage of 
students taking the test, the lower 
will be the average scores." In 
Wilmington, students from all four 
high school levels participated in 
the SATs whether they were in col- 
lege preparation or honors classes 
or not.

Subs get

Long term substitute teachers in 
Wilmington will be getting an 
increase in pay following a five to 
two vote of the local school 
committee. Members last Wed- 
nesday went along with a suggestion 
by Brad Jackson to up the salary of 
subs who are in the system longer 
than 30 days to $100 a day. 
Substitutes currently earn between 
$45 to $50 a day whether they come 
in for only a day or cover a class 
for a teacher who. may be ont on 
extended sick leave. In the interest 
of fairness to those subs who take 
over more of the workload of the 
classroom teacher, it was felt there 
should be more reimbursement. 


Jackson suggested that long term 
subs get $45 for the first 10 days, 
$75 for the next 20 days, and $100 
after the 30th day in the system. 
After deliberating at two meetings, 
the board went along with the policy 
change. The increased rate will only 
be paid to certified subs working in 
their field of certification. This 
means that four long term subs 
currently working in the system 
will be paid retroactively. Two 
other subs, one who is not certified 
and one who is certified in another 
field, will not be paid retroactively 
for their full time work, 

Business Manager Peter DeRoeve 
assured the committee there would 
be enough money in unencumbered 
or unspent funds to pay this year's 
subs. He said there is over $83,000 
left this year, 

Dr. Shirley Callan, who voted 
against the pay raise , said she had a 
problem with instituting the new 
policy at this time because of the 
system's difficult financial picture. 
She told fellow members she felt it 
was like using a credit card.

the SATs, Athanaisa said it was this 
overall participation that likely 
reduced the scores. 

In her own analysis, Athanasia 
found that those students in college 
board courses and with adequate 
preparation did exceptionally well 
and, in fact, scored above the state 
and national levels in both English 
and math, 

"Those who weren't adequately 
prepared were at a distinct disad- 
vantage," she said. 

Committeemen expressed concern 
over the declining scores, Both Peg 
Kane and John DeMarco suggested 
using more challenging material 
and changing teaching methods in 
the lower academic levels. Atha- 
naisa said a better approach would 
be to continue to encourage all 
students to become better prepared. 
Brad Jackson cautioned the 
committee against becoming 
"enamored" with the numbers and 
keeping lower level students from 
taking the SATs.

Chairman Bob Peterson also voted 
against the change, primarily be- 
cause he supported his own 
recommendation to pay the 
substitutes at a higher rate more 
consistent with the bachelor's scale, 
He told Callan the amount paid out 
to long term subs each year would 
depend on how many teachers were 
out on a long term basis.

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School committee 
hires new attorney

Saying the firm of Murphy, Hesse, 
Toomey, and Lehane was "very 
members of the 
Wilmington School Committee on 
Wednesday voted six-to-one to hire 
the firm "immediately" to serve as 
their legal counsel. Only John 
DeMarco voted against the motion, 
primarily because he wanted to 
review the credentials of other 
firms. 

The firm, and in particular 
attorney Regina Tate, a Harvard 
grad, will replace former school 
counsel Alan Altman. Committee- 
men felt they wanted someone with 
more expertise in school law and 
who had more time to respond to 
queries by the board. 

At the board's request, Ed Lennox 
and Kathy Hesse came before the 
board last week to answer questions 
about their firm. 

Lennox said Murphy, Hesse, ‘Too- 
mey, and Lehane represent over 40 
school departments in central and 
eastern Massachusetts and the firm's 
22 members “offer an unusual 
balance.” He added at least two 
attorneys are assigned to each 
account. The cost for services is 
$110 .per-hour for more expe- 


rienced lawyers, $95 an hour for 
less experienced lawyers, and $50 
an hour for paralegals who do 
fact-finding and research, 

"Our track record is we can 
handle every kind of case that comes 
down the pike. We don't have to 
reinvent the wheel each time an 
issue comes up," said Lennox. 

Lennox explained that the firm's 
rates are actually lower than other 
firm's because of the quick response 
time. He said many times answers 
can be given right away over the 
phone because the facts are right at 
their fingertips. 

Phil Fenton asked who the lawyers 
would actually represent. Lennox 
replied while the school committee 
is regarded as the employer, usually 
the superintendent and the board are 
in sync with each other. Linga 
McMenimen questioned the role ot 
the superintendent in collective 
bargaining. Hesse said a "key 
administrator” is usually an integral 
part of the bargaining process. 

After agreeing to hire the firm 
right away, members suggested the 
whole contract package and other 
information be forwarded to the 
new attornies so they could get up to 
speed on school issues.

WHAT RECORDS 
SHOULD YOU KEEP? 
So you got your papers together 

this spring to prepare your tax 
return for 1991, Now, what do 
you keep, and for how long? 

W-2 forms, 1099s, bank 
statements, and all the checks and 
receipts that support deductions 
should be filed away with your 
copy of your tax returns. How 
long? The Internal Revenue 
Service has a three year limit 
from the date you filed you return 
- or the due date if it was later - to 
assess any further taxes, so you 
want to save the records at least 
three years. But if your income 
was underreported by more than 
25 percent of the amount 
reported,-the limit goes up to six 
years; if there is fraud, there is no 
limit. Best bet: save papers six 
years. 

Some records must: be saved 
longer, sometimes forever: for 
instance, those that affect the 
taxable gain on your home. 
Because the gain can be rolled 
over again and again, records 
should be kept at least until six 
years after the last house is sold. 
Records of IRAs and other 
retirement plans should be kept 
until all funds are withdrawn,

The Wilmington Planning Board 
held the hearing on modifications 
to a two lot definitive subdivision 
plan submitted by Joe and Gloria 
Raetano, The subdivison and land- 
locked site has a long history. A 
few years back the Raetanos 
planned to build a 16 unit afforda- 
ble housing project on the property 
under the state's Comprehensive 
Permit proce: That attempt 
failed, In April, 1989 the propo- 
nents came in with a two lot 
subdivision plan. The planning 
board approved it with conditions, 
Some of the conditions, according 
to engineer Roger Parsons of Cuo- 
co and Cormier Inc. of 
Tewksbury, were unacceptable to 
the Raetanos. On Tuesday, the 
owners came back with a "more 
palatable" plan that showed a 
revised road layout which took into 
account a legal opinion by Town 
Counsel Alan Altman. 

Planners had previously ques-

tioned access to the subdivision and 
the right to ‘lay utilities through ‘a 
right-of-way easement on property 
owned by Sam Blum. Altman ap- 
parently told town officials, in his 
opinion, the easement could be 
used for access. Planning and Con- 
servation Director Lynn Duncan 
said Altman recommended,a deed 

striction be placed on the two 
lots stating the road would forever 
remain a private way. 

"This is not a private way, This 
piece of land belongs to my client, 
argued Simon Cutter, Blum's 
attorney. Cutter also scoffed at the 
Raetanos' request for seven wai- 
vers from subdivision rules and 
regulations saying, "in order to 
approve this plan you've got to 
rewrite all the regulations in 
town," Those waivers include 
reducing the roadway width to 24 
feet, reducing the turning radius at 
the entrance, use of overhead ra- 
ther than underground utilities, no 
sidewalks, and allowing a 40 foot 
instead of a 50 foot right-of-way. 

Several neighbors also targeted 
the waivérs saying the number 
alone should give planners pause. 

Michael Shay of Park Street was 
one of the most outspoken against 
the proposal. He pointed out many 
of his neighbors have flooding 
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problems and claimed those 
problems would escalate when the 
homes are built, Parsons admitted 
the subdivision will increase water 
runoff but added that increase 
would be "minimal" because of 
plans to install a drywell, He 
explained if his waiver requests are 
granted, builders would use less 


pavement or blacktop which would 
also help control water problems. 
Abuttors were still dubious. 

"If this goes through, he’s going 
to cause us severe damage," said 
Shay as he presented a petition 
signed by 89 residents who were 
opposed to the project, primarily 
for public safety reasons. 

One neighbor questioned whether 
there would be blasting since there 
is ledge in the area. Joe Raetano 
said 20 or 30 test holes were dug 
and showed that foundations would 
be built above the ledge so there 
would be no blasting. He added the 
tests also showed septic systems 
could be built on site. The project 
was approved Monday by the 
board of health. 

Neighbors claimed there would 
be water-pressure and fire safety 
problems. Parsons said he learned 
from the water department that 
only two separate metered services 
and not water mains, which would 


be his preference, are allowed 
through an casement. Proponents, 
however, agreed to put in a 
Sprinker system as required by the 
fire department if the water 
commissioners refuse to change 
their policy on the mains. The 
commissioners will reportedly take 
up the issue at their next meeting. 

Gloria Raetano said, while she 
understood abuttors' concerns, she 
and her husband as the land owners 
also had certain rights. She 
assured those present "we're not 
going to go in there and rape the 
property." 

Duncan said the town's develop- 
ment team comprised of officials 
from various departments have 
reviewed the proposal and seemed 
satisfied that their concerns were 
being met. Board Chairman Dick 
Longo said he was most concerned 
with the fact that the lots could be 
sold to a developer who may not 
adhere to requirements like the 
drywell. 

The board continued the hearing 
to August 4. Before doing that, 
members asked for input from the 
Water and Sewer Commission on 
the mains, a written legal opinion 
on access from Town Counsel, and 
a review of the waiver requests and 
possible precedents.

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safety conditions on the streets. 
Wilmington officials in the past 
have sought to have the road 
improved at that location, as has 
Lyons. Billerica officials, however, 
would not go along with the work. 
Hopkins Street was widened and 
straightened many years ago in 
Wilmington.

Repetitive tragedy

I was at Wildwood Cemetery recently, placing flowers on my 
mother's and grandparents’ graves, Something I saw made me realize 
how lucky I am to be here and able to do that. 

As I was driving through the cemetery, there was a middle-aged 
woman placing flowers on a grave. By the name on the stone, I 
quickly realized that she was the mother of a young man killed in an 
accident two or three years ago. He was only 21. 

Everyone expects to bury their parents at some time. Nobody 
expects to bury their children. Seeing the woman grieving at her 
son's grave, I realized how easily that could have been my own 
mother 28 years ago. 

In July 1964, I was in a serious accident at the end of High Street. 
My father followed the ambulance to the scene and found me lying 
on the street. That experience and the two weeks that followed are 
without doubt the worst two weeks of my life. 

After two days at St. John's Hospital in Lowell, I was transferred 
to Mass. General. The next few days were lost in a maze of operating 
rooms, recovery rooms, hospital rooms, bright lights, pain, needles 
and more pain. On July 26, I was told that my leg would probably be 
amputated the next day. - 

I was shocked, Amputations were something they did in the Civil 
War. This was 1964, not 1864. Doctors could perform miracles, 
couldn't they? Couldn't they? 

I realize now that while medicine has advanced greatly, some 
things never change. And while treatment of accident victims has 
been greatly improved, both in the ambulance and in the hospital, 
accidents still happen. 

No matter how much parents tell their children, most of them 
never learn the hard lessons except by the school of hard knocks. 
The sad part is that as each generation learns, another class follows, 
blindly awaiting the lessons that will hurt so badly. Some will lose 
their lives, while others just lose their friends. Some will survive 
serious accidents, possibly with permanent injuries.Eventually, after 
seeing some of their friends die, they will lose their sense of feeling 
immortal. They learn. 

No, traffic accidents are not restricted to the young. But when they 
happen to the young, they are especially sad. Years later, the mother 
of the young man who died at 21 still grieves. 

At the town line on Hopkins Street, ribbons on a phone pole mark 
the site of an accident that recently claimed the life of a Billerica 
youth. He was only 17. A group of students at Shawsheen Tech are 
now embarking on a campaign to have that dangerous section of road 
improved. Their efforts are commendable and encouraging. The 
students leading this effort would do well to focus equal attention on 
a safe driving campaign directed at their fellow students. 

Possibly the efforts at educating young drivers are effective. 
Maybe we're looking at just a small percentage of the deaths that 
would occur if such efforts did not exist. 

But each time the news comes across our desk that a youngster has 
died in a car accident, one thought comes to mind: Can't we prevent 
this?

Wilmington High School has a faculty of 64 men and 
women. 

Exactly five of them showed up for graduation. 

Meanwhile, teachers from Wilmington and across the 
Baystate converged on Beacon Hill in massive numbers this 
week to protest proposed changes in the tenure laws. Traveling 
in 200 rented school buses, some 10,000 Massachusetts 
Teachers Association (MTA) union members shut down the 
Streets surrounding State House, ringing small hand bells and 
decrying Governor Weld for his highly publicized education 
reform package. The Weld school plan would make schools 
and their teachers more accountable for educational 
performance. 

Monday's vitriolic union rally, which possibly attracted 
more Wilmington teachers than did the local high school 
graduation, shows the true priorities of the MTA and was a 
prime example of why the public will support Weld's long 
overdue education reform initiative. This is because the union 
rally vividly depicted the stark contrast between teachers and 
parents in our communities. Wilmington parents also made, a 
recent sojourn to Beacon Hill. They sought enhanced education 
aid for their kids. But the teachers’ protest had a self-serving 
mandate, Disguised under the promotion that teachers are 
fighting for $186 million in emergency funding for schools, 
the real impetus for Monday's rally were key sections of 
Weld's 143 page education bill which sounds the death knell 
for teacher incompetence and the bell of liberty for students 
and parents. 

Weld will abolish tenure and establish school-based 
management. It's an opportunity for Massachusetts schools to 
become competitive. In point of fact, the Weld plan empowers 
teachers who are competent and capable while employing new 
safety mechanisms to fight incompetence in the public schools. 
But the union activists — not real educators — are fighting 
any encroachment on the heretofore sacrosanct tenure and are 
preventing movement on an education reform bill this year. 

Steve Wollmer is the MTA director of communications and 
described Weld's plan as "the most punitive, ill conceived and 
misdirected package of reforms we've ever seen." Wollmer 
condemned the reforms as insulting. 

The key reform proposals include: 

* Teacher competency testing every five years. 

+ State wide standards for curriculum. 

+ A required education plan for each student. 

+ Eliminating seniority as a factor in promotions, transfer or 
layoff decisions. 

+ Removing princible from unions. 

* Establishing school governance councils, comprised of 
parents and teachers. 

+ Abolishing tenure. 

+ Increasing education aid by $3.2 billion over five years. 


It seems to me that something has happened to public 
education in America and that the governor's reforms make 
sense, Costs have skyrocketed while competency and results 
have plummeted. Public confidence in the schools is at an all 
time low and teachers are not viewed positively as they once 
were. 

Monday's union rally wasn't an education. rally, It was 
selfish in nature and on a larger scale exhibited the attitudinal 
problem of the teaching: profession, panifully obvious locally 
at the high school graduation, 

For the MTA leadership it all comes down to money and 
tenure. When asked to explain the reasons for all our 
education woes MTA President Rossanne Bacon told one 
commentator that it's the fault of stingy taxpayers. In 
Wilmington those stingy taxpayers are getting ready to foot 
the $50,006 bill for next year's tenuted teachers pay raise. 

"Show us some respect," said MTA's Steve Wollmer in a 
Town Crier interview hours before the big teachers rally. 
O.K., Steve, you got a deal. But how about showing us some 
willingness to share the burdén’of the economic times and 
move public education forward with some needed structural 
reforms. 

Briefly in Politics 
Republican State Senate hopeful Jay Gaffney held his first 


campaign rally at Germano's in Tewksbury Sunday evening 
with 100 supporters, including congressional hopefuls Mike 
Conway and Paul Cronin, and former Selectman Dick 
Morris. Gaffney, a local attorney, is seeking a return to the 
political arena after a 14 year absence. 

Gaffney was last a candidate in 1978 when he ran as an 
Independent challenging Congressman Jim Shannon. County 
Sheriff John Buckley ran as the Republican nominee. 
Shannon won the November election that year with a majority 
of the vote. 

From 1974 to 1978 Gaffney was an Independent state 
representative for Tewksbury. Today he begins perhaps his 
toughest race against Billerica State Representative Brion 
Cangiamila, the first candidate to announce for the state 
senate set being vacated by Patricia McGovern, Cangiamila has 
already secured the endorsement of Governor William F. 
Weld who will visit the district to attend Cangiamila's official 
campaign kickoff on June 30, 

The Billerica Republican enjoys broad support in his party 
and colleagues describe him as a tenacious legislator who's 
been a thorn in the side of the established political leadership 
in the state house. In this "go ahead, turn government its ear" 
political year, that reputation may help catapult Cangiamila to 
victory. "If voters are looking for a senator who'll take Billy 
Bulger and the establishment on, Brion Cangiamila is their 
man," said Rep. Gusty Hornblower (R), a member of the 
National Republican Committee.

Dear Larz: 

Homeowners who have recently 
found hooks attached to their mail- 
box post should be assured that the 
hooks were not placed there by the 
postal service or a mail carrier. 

The hooks have been attached to 
mailbox posts by private firms 
which then deliver advertising ma- 
terial in plastic bags. The firms are 
prohibited by law from placing 
these advertising flyers in the mail- 
boxes. It is illegal to touch another 
person's mailbox, and besides, no 
postage has been paid on the flyers. 

Neither the hooks nor the flyers 
have been placed by your postal 
carrier. The postal carriers are 
concerned about the bag delivery 
for seyeral reasons. 

First is safety. There is no 
warning on the plastic bags, but 
there is a suffocation hazard for 
children who might play with them. 

Second is litter. Frequently, the 
bags fall or blow from the hooks. 

Third is security. Unlike your 
mail, which can be put on hold 
during a vacation, the bags are 
delivered every week. A bag left 
out for several days tells a potential 
burglar that nobody's home. 

Residents should not contact the 
post office regarding bag-delivered 
materials, If you have complaints 
about this type of delivery, contact 
the paper or merchant producing 
the flyers you find in the bag. Tell 
the merchant you object to this, and 
that you will not shop in their stores 
unless they stop this practice. 

Residents also have the right to 
remove the hook from the mailbox 
post. The strap is plastic and can 
easily be cut. The hook can 
probably be recycled by resourceful 
individuals into picture hooks or 
coat hooks,

It is interesting that Kevin 
Sowyrda's Frankly Speaking 
column last week used a fictional 
character from the 1930s to hold up 
as a model for those of us working 
and living in the 1990s. 

Life was in many ways much 
simpler then. We would not have to 
wonder if the lady in front of the 
class was a Miss or a Mrs. Most 
school systems preferred. single 
women. They could be and were 
paid substantially less than males, 
Since careers in business were 
closed to women Miss Hunter didn't 
have many options. She was 
virtually a captive of the local 
school system,Could she go easily to 
the next community without looking 
like a trouble maker? 

Times have changed. No longer 
are the nation's schools 
overwhelmingly manned by 
women. Many of us are heads of 
households who have children to 
educate, weddings to pay for and 
other more mundane financial 
obligations to meet. Gone are the 
days when school committees could 
be dictatorial to the submissive Miss 
Hunters, 

Woild Kevin suggest that I have 
given up the right to criticize the 
educational decisions of the 
community I teach in because I hop 
in my car and head south on 93 for 
Wilmington? I made a choice not to 
teach in the community where I 
live. I did not want to live in a 
fishbowl, Perhaps John Wood heads 
93 south for the same reason. 

In the heyday of the 80s and the 
"Massachusetts Miracle" I cannot 
remember anyone getting up at 
town meeting and urging that we 
improve teachers’ salaries or put 
more into textbooks or science 
equipment. I do remember the usual 
cries: 

"We don't know how long the 
boom will last;" "Some people are 
out of work;" "taxes are killing us - 
we can't afford mdre" 

These are the same cries we're 
hearing today, Human nature hasn't 
changed. 

As a resident of Wilmington and a 
reader of the Town Crier I have had 
the distinct impression the education 
budget has taken a bigger cut than 
the rest of the departments in town, 
I reached that conclusion long 
before John Wood made such a 
statement. Also I've had the feeling 
for some time (20 of the 25 I've 
lived in town) of an “us vs them 
mentality.

Dear Larz: 

As an employee of a Wilmington 
based business and having recently 
become a father, I inquired at my 
Human Resource Department about 
company sponsored day care. I was 
handed a 1991 article from The 
Town Crier entitled "No 
Reconsideration for Day Care 
Proposal." The article told of how 
the School Committee decided not 
to reconsider a proposal from the 
Business School Partnership that 
would have created a cooperative 
effort for community day care. The 
article quoted the chairman at that 
time, Dr. Shirley Callan, and 
another member as saying, :"With 
so much uncertainty over the school 
budget, the regular school 
curriculum, and space needs in the 
system, they couldn't make a 
decision until (the) town meeting 
was over." The article also 
mentioned that, "There were some 
safety issues that needed to be 
addressed conceming the proposed 
second floor location.” 

After reading the article, I asked 
to see the proposal from the 
Business School Partnership. I 
reviewed the proposal and 
wondered how, with the startup 
costs entirely funded by 11 area 
businesses and one bank, it could be 


pushed aside. If implemented, the 
proposed program would be 
financially self-sufficient, bringing 
in estimated revenue of $476,000 
annually for the town. It would 
create at least 12 permanent jobs, 
renovate the Swain School, and 
after all the salaries and operating 
expenses are paid, would leave 
$152,000 profit for the town coffer 
at the end of each year of operation. 

Safety is a concern for the School 
Committee. It is more of a concern 
to me as a parent. However, | am 
satisfied that any safety issue could 
be resolved through the 
Partnership. As Mr. Al Materas of 
Textron said in the 1991 article, "if 
there's a problem, let's work out the 
problem." 

The 1991 town meeting has long 
since passed; I believe it is time to 
reconsider the day care proposal. In 
times when jobs are being lost by 
the thousands and companies are 
feeling the “pinch,” the School 
Committee and Dr. Callan should 
feel fortunate that such an 
opportunity exists (or did). The 
profits from this program could be 
used to offset cuts made to other 
education programs. 

Really, Dr, Callan, why is the 
decision to reconsider so difficult?

Health officials advise 
relocation of well

The owner of a new home on 
Avon Street was advised Monday 
to move his well since, under 
Wilmington health regulations, it 
was too close to an abuttor's septic 
system. 

The well owned by Dan Devine is 
located approximately 85 feet from 
the septic system. Regulations state 
the well has to be 100 feet from the 
nearest system. If it is 90 or more 
feet, however, there is the 
possibility that the board of health 
would grant a variance. 

Devine told the health board, 
because the well is imbedded in 
rock, engineers felt it could be 
placed closer to the septic system 
Health Director Greg Erickson 
said, though the chance of contami- 
nation is "pretty slim,” regulations 
are in place to make that chance as 
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slim as possible 

Chairman Jim Ficociello said he 
had some concern after paying a 
visit to the site. He explained that 
the well is located in a gully with 
the septic system about 15 feet 
above that. Ficocicllo warmed if the 
system failed the sewage overflow 
would move down toward the well. 

“It's a mistake. It's going to have 
to be remedied,” he said. The 
board suggested the owner relocate

Teachers' summer pay 
delayed two weeks

About 100 Wilmington teachers 
will be disappointed this week 
when they learn their salary checks 
covering July and August will not 
be forthcoming until July 2. 
According to School Business 
Manager Peter DeRoeve, the town 
has developed a cash flow problem 
and cannot meet the final June 
payment of $1.2 million due the 
school system. One alternative 
would be to borrow the funds and 
pay a high interest rate which 
could cost an employee his job, 
said DeRoeve. DeRoeve said he and 
Town Accountant Michael Morris 
felt a more viable option would be 


to delay lump sum payments for 
two weeks, 

Not all teachers elect to take their 
checks in a lump sum payment June 
18. Some choose to spread their 
salary payments throughout the 
summer. This week, all teachers 
will get their regular paychecks. 
Those teachers who were expecting 
a larger check, however, will have 
to wait a little longer. At issue is 
about $781,000, This money will 
be paid out in lump sums in the 
beginning of July. 

The business’ manager said, 
though payment delay in the past 
was rare, with the present fiscal 
crisis there could be similar delays 
"every single year."

Tewksbury's 'Reel Treat' sets sail 


by Bill Conlon 

When you see a deep-sea charter 
boat, most will have a ship's name, 
and the name of a town, painted on 
the transom, 

Ship names range from common 
to whimsical, but the towns named 
are usually Salem, Boston, Ipswich, 
Newburyport and the like. Captains 
must use either Boston or their own 
hometown, on a federally-licensed 
boat. 

But there is one commercial boat 
operating out of Newburyport with 
the name of Tewksbury on its tail. 

The "Reel Treat" -- a commercial 
‘fishing and charter boat -- is owned 
and operated by Captain Dave Scout 
of Maplewood Road, Tewksbury. 

Both of Scott's "mates" are from 
Tewksbury as well. Jason Hughes 
of Trull Road, and Clint Grady of 
Greenmeadow Drive, trade off on 
the charter duty 

The Treat is a 28-foot Mako, with 
a fiberglas hull and twin 200-horse 
Yamaha engines, which Capt. Scott 
uses for fishing, sightseeing, whale 
watching, scuba diving, or nearly 
any other type of charter you care 
to hire. The boat will carry six. In 
a charter, you rent the boat-(and tip 
the mate) for your trip. 

Just recently, the captain said, he 
received a call from one of his reg- 
ulars, seeking a charter, He said the 
client had friends visiting from the 
Midwest, and wanted to take them 
ocean fishing, wanted them to see a 
lighthouse, and wanted them to see 
whales.

said the Merrimack River is hot,-As 
I chatted with Scott last Friday, he 
glanced at his watch. 

"High tide is 11:03 tonight, and 
we'll be there," Scott said. Stripers 
follow the incoming tide, notably in 
pursuit of herring coming upriver 
to spawn, and the Merrimack River 
has plenty of stripers over the legal 
36-inch requirement. Night fishing 
offers the chance to tie into the real 
“bull” stripers, he added. 

Bluefish will be arriving soon in 
the shallows, Scott said, but right 
now they're still in deeper water. 

Scott said he uses down-riggers to 
catch school fish, a tactic seen more 
commonly on deep, fresh lakes. He 
said he locates a school on sonar, 
then uses the downriggers to put the 
bait right in front of them. 

When he isn't running a charter 
for hire, the captain said he engages 
in commercial fishing every now 
and again. The annual invasion of 
big tuna -- "the Gold Rush" -- is the 
big event, coming in August and 
early September. 

Still, Scott enjoys fishing, and so 
does his wife Robin, and kids Amy, 
Suzanne and Shawn. They all fish. 


Scott, who was born in New Jer- 
sey and lived for five years in the 
Arizona desert, said he's always 
loved the sea. He used to go out on 
his granddad's boat in New Jersey, 
“and as soon as I was old enough to 
drive I got a boat." 

The captain said he charters out 
from May 1 to the end of October.

He used to run longer, but decided 
it was just too cold.

But running a charter boat isn't a 
guaranteed paycheck. If nobody is 
renting the boat, there's no income. 
So, Dave Scott leads a dual life. 

During the week, Scott is a super- 
visor for the Central Massachusetts 
Mosquito Control Project, digging 
out drainage ditches and spraying 
to eliminate the little vampires, 

"I'm not around the house much 
in the summer," he said, 

But Scott prefers the sea, and you 
can usually find him on weekends 
in the Reel Treat, operating out of 
the Yankee Marina, about a mile 
and change upstream from the U.S.

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Guest column 
Tewksbury had many small businesses that are gone now 


by George O'Connell 


Several months ago I read in one of 
the local papers about a number of 
small businesses that were built 
along several of the brooks and 
streams in Tewksbury. I have been 
living in town a great many years 
and had not heard of some of them. 

There were several small 
businesses in Tewksbury which you 
may not have read or heard about. 
The first I will mention is Lee's 
Tannery on Lee Street on a small 
stream coming from a small pond 
off of James Street. 

The second was located on the 
south side of South Street on Sutton 
Brook. This mill, from what I heard 
the old timers say, was a glass 
factory where they made lamp and 
lantern globes and other glass 
products, The only thing that was 
left from this project in my time was 
the dam built across the brook and a 
part of the meadow about 70 or 80 
feet long. I remember sitting on the 
old dam and letting my fish line drift 
down stream and what good fishing 
in those days. 

There was another mill located on 
this brook which I will mention 
later. 

Two mills were located on the 
banks of the Shawsheen River off 
Mill Street in 1850. The mill on the 
west side was a combination cider 
and grist mill owned by a family of 
Livingstons. I don't remember this 
mill operating but do remember the 
old wooden building which had 
fallen. 

The mill I do remember well was 
the lumber mill on the east side of 
the river, run by water power. This 
mill was owned by a family by the 
name of Burtts. This water wheel as 
I look back at my age, looked so 
large. It must have been 10 or 12 feet 
in diameter and the face of it must 


have been four or five feet wide, but 
it did the work. 

I remember a lot about this mill 
because my father, D.J. O'Connell, 
was the surveyor at the time. We 
lived only a half mile from the mill. 
They would close the dam in 
September to some time in the spring 
or until the logs were all sawed. 
Flooding the river every year would 
keep the water table quite high. 
After the mill closed down for good 
in 1916, people with open wells had 
to dig deeper or drive for water 
because the water table was lower. I 
remember that well because we had 
two such wells that dried up. 

The meadows along the Shawsheen 
River were kept cleared by cutting 
what is called meadow hay for 
bedding down animals, After the 
meadows were frozen over, it made 
great skating. Oh, those moonlit 
nights and Sunday afternoons on the 
ice! 

From what I heard from some of 
the old timers the Shawsheen River 
was named after a tribe of Indians 
called the Shosheens. How authentic 
this bit of information is I am not 
sure. There were plenty of Indian 
relics found on our little farm on 
South Street. 

I remember two American Indians 
by the name of Wilmotts who would 
ask permission to cut a tree on your 
property. They would make all kinds 
of handles - axe, pick and hammer. 
The last I remembered them was 
when they came to Frank Carter and 
said they found a large hemlock tree 
they could use located on what is 
now Victor Drive about opposite the 
Masonic Temple. They got their tree 
and after all was said and done, there 
was nothing left of the tree but the 
stump. 

As I wrote earlier in this article, I 
would mention something else about 


backyard gardening 


by Hugh Wiberg 

This week's sermon is on the 
subject of garden slugs. Before we 
start though, I want to mention a 
couple of products which could 
assist you this summer. 

Although Wilmington and 
Tewksbury are not expected to be 
severely infested with gypsy moths 
and caterpillars in 1992, there will 
be a few neighborhoods with this 
pest in evidence on oak trees. 
Garden supply centers have seyeral 
brands of sticky tree wrap, which 
are an effective control agent for 
the caterpillars. One such wrap, 
called "Bug Belt": by the Sure Fire 
Trap Co., contains enough material 
to encircle a 12 inch diameter oak 
tree, at a cost of about $5. 
Directions for use and disposal are 
on the container. 

The other product worth a 
mention just now is called Fruit Set 
Spray, for tomatoes. The tomato 
plants are beginning to show a few 
blossoms and this product increases 
fruit set by 50 percent or more. I 
have done some controlled 
experiments with this spray and 
there is no question in my mind that 
this synthetic hormone spray does 
increase tomato production, All of 
the garden centers carry Pruit Set 
Spray and the plastic plunger spray 
container carries simple "how to" 
instructions for its use. 

I saw the first couple of slugs on 
the lower leaves of a tomato plant 
last weekend. For the next 10 or 12 
weeks gardeners (both vegetable 
and flower) will have to be on the 
watch for this common pest. 

Slugs are sometimes incorrectly 
called insects, Actually they are 
mollusks. They can range from one 
half to two inches long and come in 
a variety of colors including brown, 
gray, off white, purple, black and 
yellow. Slugs are snails without 
shells and they feed on a wide 
variety of plants. They feed only at 
night and hide in moist, dark places 
during the heat of the day. Most of 
their damage is done between two 
hours after sunset and two hours 
before sunrise. You will know you 
have slugs when you find large 
ragged holes in leaves and fruit. 
Ripening tomatoes are a favorite 
target. Another classic sign of their 
presence are trails of shiny silvery 
slime on soil and leaves. 

There are numerous control 


strategies for slugs. Here are several 
I have tried and have found to be 
effective: 

Hand picking. A flashlight is 
required. If you have a very few 


Sutton Brook, After the water mill 
on the Shawsheen closed down in 
1916, there was a portable steam 
mill moved on the town line between 
No. Wilmington and Tewksbury one 
or more winters. Access to the mill 
was from Pringle Street. 

Another bit of history. There were 
at one time six blacksmith shops in 
town, One of the corner of Hill 
Street and what is now Rte, 38. Two 
were on Pleasant Street. The one 1 
remember more than the others was 
at the corner of Pleasant and 
Summer Streets, The blacksmith was 
Alden Haines, our fire chief for 
many years. He built our first 
motorized fire truck for the town, 
He got hold of an old Kisle car 
chassis and built a body on it and 
painted it red of course, equipped 
with shovels, brooms, water cans 
and extinguishers, He built bodies 
for a couple more truck chassis, One 
is still in use as a stand by to pump 
out flooded areas. Blacksmiths were 
our first auto mechanics at one time. 

The next shop was on Andover 
Street now Rt. 133, where the drug 
store is now located near the Lowell 
line. One shop was on Chandler 
Street owned by a family named 
Moore, somewhere near where the 
sportsmen's club is located. They 
went out of business around 1912 or 
1913 and moved to Canada. One 
shop on Maple Street was owned by a 
Treadwell if I am not mistaken, 

Tewksbury Hospital had their own 
private shop that dated back to when 
the hospital was established. 

The old school buildings that still 
exist today were built in the 19th 
century, The first one I will mention 
dates back to the middle of the 
century and is just north of the 
Shawsheen River on the west side of 
Rte. 38, now used as a dwelling, The 
next is on the corner of East and 
Livingston Streets, now used as a 
four car garage. I believe it was used 
as a high school when first build. 
The Ella Fleming School in North 
Tewksbury is now called the little 
Red Schoo! House, and there is the 
Foster School where most of us old 
timers attended. 
oe eg 


plants, a quick tour of inspection a 


every other night after dark will 
usually yield a few slugs. 

Cover traps. Anything that 
results in a cool shady environment 
can become a cover trap for slugs. 
Use random short pieces of old 
board on the soil surface, propped 
up an inch on one end with a stone. 
Visit these traps soon after sunrise 
to collect and destroy the visitors. 

Grapefruit or cantelope 
rinds. Place the rinds, hollow side 
down in the garden, with a quarter 
size opening of two sides. The 
attraction of each shell is good for 
two or three days before needing 
replacement. 

The old beer trick. Set a saucer 
into the soil so that the edge is at soil 
level. Fill the saucer with beer or 
ale. The yeast and hops are the 
attractants, Replace the beer every 
few days and after a rain. The slugs 
will slide into the saucer and drown. 
What a way to go! Some gardeners 
have found that one tablespoon of 
baking yeast in four ounces of water 
is more effective than beer, though I 
have not tried it myself. 

Bug Geta Plus by Ortho. 
Ortho makes a granular product 
designed to kill slugs. Since this 
product contains metaldehyde and 
carbaryl (both are toxic) Bug Geta 
Plus is not recommended where 
there are pets on the property. 

Salt. Salt is lethal to slugs. 
Petroleum jelly coated with salt is 
an excellent slug stopper. If slugs 
are a serious problem in your 
garden, surround the garden with 
old boards propped up with rocks at 
30 to 40 degree angles to the 
ground. Cover the undersides of 
these boards and their supporting 
stones with a quarter inch layer of 
the jelly, followed by a generous 
coating of salt. 

Some gardeners won't use mulch 
because slugs like to hide under 
mulch during the day.

School Principal of the Year.

The man is in school every day 
by 5:45 a.m. 

But that’s only a small part of 
why Reading’s Coolidge Middle 
School Assistant Principal Lou 
Adreani has been named the 1992 
Massachusetts Middle Level 
Administrators Association 
“Assistant Principal of the Year.” 

There’s the matter of his work 
and life experience, philosophy 
and wisdom - dividends of: 37 
years of teaching, in the Reading 
schools; parenting four children, 
the youngest of whom is a mem- 
ber of the Reading High Class of 
“92; shaping the daily lives of 
Coolidge Middle School students, 
with the strong support and fine 
example of Coolidge Principal 
and former state award winner Al 
Lahood; earning academic 
degrees, honors and the respect of 
colleagues throughout the state. 


At the age of 19, Adreani 
signed a contract to teach in 
Reading - and has been in town 
ever since, moving to Reading 
from East Boston in 1961, the 
year he married and the year 
Coolidge opened. 

As a member of the Reading 
community, he’s been involved 
with athletics, recreation and the 
YMCA, On alternate winter 
Friday evenings, he can be found 
at the Y middle school dances 
which take place at Coolidge. 

He has taught sixth grade, 
math, science, and computers; and 
has studied all of the above, 
receiving seven National 
Foundation Scholarships and a 
General Electric Science 
Fellowship in nuclear physics and 
mathematics. 

As assistant principal, he dedi- 
cates himself to curriculum, 
teachers, parents and, much as he 
doesn’t want to be associated with 
it, discipline - or what he likes to 
call “working with kids.” 
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school years is difficult,” he says. 
“You need communication. Kids 
need limits.” 

Commu ion has to be con- 
stant; limits, specific. “There has 
to be a set of ‘do’s’ and a set of 
‘do not’s’ and a set of conse- 
quences for crossing the line,” he 
says. “I think kids expect that, 
even though they’re going to 
make mistakes. 

“Kids often say to me, ‘Mr. A, 
you don’t like me.’ 

“And I say, “That's not true - I 
don’t like what you just did.’ 

“Some of the things you don’t 
like. Not the kids themselves.” 

According to Adreani, whose 
children are 30, 29, 20, and 18, 
“some older than some of my 
teachers,” talking and listening 
are equally important in commu- 
nicating with adolescents. 

“I think you have to: sit down 
and set aside some time every sin- 
gle day to talk as a family,” he 
says. “Let the kids vent. If they 
express anger, Ict them be angry. 
They have to get it out some 
place. 

“When a student gets into trou- 
ble at school because he said a lit- 
tle too much to a teacher, I tell 
him that if he has something to 
say and it’s going to be real loud, 
he should come into my office 
and we'll shut the door and he can 
say it in front of me. You don’t 
vent your anger in front of a class- 
room full of kids.” 

He knows, also, that there’s 
nothing like experience. “I found 


out one very important thing, 
too,” he says. “I learned the hard 
way. 

“You have to listen. 

“The kids expect you to listen. 
Instead of giving out the $64 mil- 
lion lecture, you have to listen. 
You let them vent first. You let 
them tell the story. And the calmer 
you are, the calmer they become. 
You get excited, they get excited. 

“If the goal is to yell just to 
scare them, it doesn’t work. 

“Sometimes I’m afraid I’ve 
been guilty of not listening 
enough because I get angry, too.” 

Guilty also of succumbing to 
peer pressure. 

When recently nominated to 
participate in a schoolwide 
motocross demonstration - an 
honor he would rather not have 
received - he mounted the motor- 
cycle in the spirit of the occasion 
and took off behind the driver on 
a much longer - and higher - ride 
than expected.

Barbecue grill safety tips

Always read the owner's man- 
ual before using a new barbecue 
grill, 

Never use a grill unless all 
parts of the unit are firmly in 
place. 

«Never use gasoline or other 
highly volatile fluids as a starter - 
they can explode and are danger- 
ous. 

Never add liquid starter to hot 
or even warm coals. Starter fluid 
should be capped immediately 
and placed a safe distance from 
the grill. 

eBarbecue mitts should be 
worn to adjust hot vents. 


«Never wear loose clothing 
around a hot grill. It could inad- 
vertently catch fire. Wear a heavy 
apron to protect clothing from 
grease and sparks. 

«Never touch charcoal or grill 
to see if it's hot.

After unplugging, remove a 
hot electric starter carefully and 
store away from flammable 
objects. Electrical cords should be 
placed away from walkways. 

*Trim fat from meats to prevent 
flare-ups on the cooking grate, If 
flare-ups occur, remove the food 
until the fire has subsided. (Flare- 
ups do not occur in covered grills 


when the lid is used because oxy- 
gen is removed rom the cooking 
surface.) 9 

Be sure that briquets are out 
before putting away the grill. 

«Never dump hot coals where 
wey could be stepped on or catch 

ire. 

Charcoal grills should never 
be used indoors -- toxic fumes 
could be fatal. 

*Keep young children away 
from hot grills, Make sure the 
grill is located away from the chil- 
dren's play area. 

Infants, children and pets 
should never be left unattended 
near a hot grill.

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Mark V. Green named 
to MSPCC state board 


Mark V. Green, of North 
Reading, has been elected 
statewide board member and 
assistant clerk of the corporation 
to the Massachusetts Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children (MSPCC). Green's elec- 
tion was announced at MSPCC's 
recent statewide board of direc- 
tor's annual meeting in Boston. 


Green is vice president and 
senior counsel for real estate, 
Shawmut Bank, Boston, He is 
past associate with the law firms 
of Goulston & Storrs and Herrick 
& Smith, both of Boston, 

Green is a graduate of Harvard 
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Law School (J.D., 1982) and 
Cornell University (A.B., 1978). 

In addition to his role as 
statewide board member and 
assistant clerk, Green will also 
serve on MSPCC's real estate 
committee. 


Founded in 1878, the MSPCC 
is a private, statewide, nonprofit 
child welfare agency offering pre- 
ventive and mental health services 
to abused and neglected children 
and their families. The agency has 
five regional offices throughout 
the state. Since its founding, the 
MSPCC has served over one mil- 
lion children in Massachusetts. 
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For 75-year old Myra Beck, 
age has little meaning. 

"I just can't relate to people 
who think of themselves as old. In 
fact, I often get together with five 
people I grew up with, and we 
still call ourselves "The Kids'," she 
says. 

So it's really no surprise that 
she recently opted to have breast 
reduction surgery, a procedure a 
lot of people place under the 
heading "Cosmetic Surgery,” with 
the subhead, "For the Young 
Only." 

Last year, approximately 
200,000 women had breast 
surgery for medical and cosmetic 
reasons. 

Plastic surgeon Dr. Gurmander 
S. Kholi, medical director of the 
Center of Plastic Surgery and 
Personal Development at New 
England Memorial Hospital in 
Stoneham and Boston University 
Medical Center performed Ms. 
Beck's surgery. He said, "the term 
cosmetic surgery’ has little real 
meaning. It's really an artificial 
category important only to insur- 
ance companies. The truth is, 
every procedure I do satisfies real 
physical, emotional or social 
needs; and sometimes all three. If 
a surgery isn't necessary in a 
patient's life, | simply won't do it.” 

Myra Beck is a good example 
of someone for whom surgery 
solved a whole range of very real 
problems, 

"Td always been heavy, and of 
course got bigger as I got older 
and less active. In recent years, I 
gol so top-heavy that I'd some- 
times fall on my face if I tried to 
bend over, I also have arthritis in 
my back, so I had a lot of pain 
from carrying the extra weight 
around," Ms. Beck says. 

The physical discomfort 
caused by her breast size would 
seem a powerful enough reason to 
have the reduction surgery done. 
But she was also motivated by 
social and emotional needs. 

"T'd always hated being big and 
for years have. wanted to do some- 
thing about it. Whenever I used to 
go clothes shopping, I'd say to 
myself, 'If only I could just buy a 
pants suit and look decent in it.’ 
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Plastic surgery has no age limit 


She'd actually spoken with Dr. 
Kohli years before about having 
the procedure done and he'd 
encouraged her to, take plenty of 
time considering the option to be 
sure it was what she really want- 
ed, 

"L insist that people take all the 
time they need to be 100 percent 
sure they want to have a proce- 
dure done. Unless they're sure, 
how can I be sure it's the right 
thing for them,” says the board 
certified physician, 

Another factor delaying Ms. 
Beck's decision was the responsi- 
bility she had in caring for her 
mother, who died recently at 99 
years old. 

"For many years, I didn't have 
much time to think about doing 
things for myself, But after my 
mother died, I looked at myself in 
the mirror and said, “Now I'm 
going to do something just for 
Myra." 

Ms. Beck's sense of family 
Tuns very deep. In the home she 
shares with her cousin and cous- 
in's husband, she is surrounded by 
momentos of her life with her 
mother and her connection with 
Previous generations. A china 
cabinet stands filled with china 
cups and saucers she and her 
mother collected over the years, 
one commemorating Queen 
Elizabeth's silver anniversary. 
And above a refinished, antique 
spinning wheel, hangs an ancient 
photo of her great grandmother 
sitting at the very same wheel, 

"We found this picture with the 
words, ‘Spinning at 100' written 
on the back," Ms. Beck recalls. 


Researching her ties to her 
mother's family, the MacDonald's, 
of Nova Scotia and orginally 
Scotland, has become one of her 
great passions. She maintains cor- 
respondence with relatives all 
over the world and has traced her 
roots as far back as medieval 
times. As it turns out, the 
MacDonald's are part of Clan 
Campbell, one of the great 
Scottish clans, 

A few years ago she made a 
pilgrimage back to her Scottish 
homeland, and has often traveled 
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back to the family homestead in 
Cape Breton, Nova Scotia. In fact, 
she had planned to take a trip to 
Nova Scoita just a month after her 
breast surgery. 

"In the end the trip was can- 
celed because my counsin's hus- 
band had an accident just four 
days before we were scheduled to 
go. But when I asked Dr. Kohli 


about going, he was very support- 
ive of the idea. That's how he was 
through the whole experience, 
supportive and encouraging.”

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“Housesitter", Short Takes 


"Housesitter" Starring Goldie 
Hawn, Steve Martin, Dana 
Delany. Directed by Frank Oz. 
Screenplay by Mark Stein. 
oreo by Brian Grazer. Rated 

It's sensibilities are decidedly 
old-fashioned, as "Housesitter" is 
nothing but an updated version of 
a 1940s screwball comedy. Like 
its earlier counterpart, it is funny, 
breezy and light as air. 

Goldie Hawn plays Gwen, a 
waitress who lets herself be 
picked up by depressed architect 
Newton Davis (Steve Martin), 
Davis is brooding over a stalled 
career and the loss of a preppy 
girlfriend (Dana Delany) for 
whom he designed and built an 
engagement house. Only she 
turned him down, Well Gwen 
doesn't. When Newton disappears, 
turning their liaison into a one 
night stand, Gwen takes the 
sketch he made of his house on a 
cocktail napkin and goes in search 
of it. And then just moves herself 
in, 

Gwen, 4 consummate but 
charming liar, soon endears her- 
self to all those around her. Davis’ 
neighbors, parents, and even his 
former flame all love Gwen, who 
by this point is passing herself off 
as his wife. Davis soon learns that 
people think better of him, thanks 
to Gwen. His life, which had been 


very much in a rut, begins to 
move forward. They agree to 
"stay together" until Davis has a 
=e to woo back his stilted gal 

The story, stretched so thin you 
can practically see through it, is 
not what makes "Housesitter" 
amusing, And make no mistake, it 
is amusing. Tue laughs emanate 
from the rich comedic talents of 
Hawn and Martin, both of whom 
work wonders with material that 
would have gone nowhere in less 
skilled hands. Martin's subtlety 
and nuance are the perfect foil for 
Hawn's dead-on timing and viva- 
ciousness, 

Not that they could have done 
it alone. Delany, looking like an 
escapee from Talbots in plaid and 
pearls, is just uptight enough to 
make us laugh at what is, of 
course, stereotypical Yankee 
reserve. Julie Harris and Donald 
Moffat bring some needed 
warmth to the screen as Davis’ 
folks. 

The house, and the quaint New 
England hamlet in which it sits, is 
as much a star of the film as Hawn 
and Martin. (The film was shot in 
Cohasset, Boston and Concord). 
Yet director Frank Oz never quite 
balances his cast's abilities and the 
picturesque setting against the 
lame script and blatantly sappy 
ending that very much panders to
